Radio played a big part in bringing news of the Tunney-Heeney battle 
to Edmonton Thursday evening, practically all high-powered sets in the 
city being tuned-in to United States broadcasting stations hooked-up on 
the fight chain 

Through the use of the radio the Bulletin was able to have news of 
the battle directly from the ringside, through the running description by 
Graham McNamee. Bulletin extras were first on the street between two 
and three minutes after the fight was actually over, and nearly 15 minutes 
ahead of any competitor 

The first extra carried the flash of Tunney's victory, and the second 
extra, issued a short time after, contained the blow-by-blow account to 
the eighth round. The final extra contained the story right up to the 
final blow, with a summary of the fight by Canadian Press sports writers 

The radio report was obtained through the service of the Hardy~- 
Fleury Supply Co., Ltd., 9977 Jasper avenue, Stewart Warner representa- 
tives for Edmonton, and E. J. Taylor, amateur radio operator residing at 
10107 87th avenue, Stewart-Warner radio equipment was installed in 
South Edmonton and Graham McNamee’s ringside account was picked 
up perfectly Direct telephone connections between the sets and the 
Bulletin office were maintained, and half a minute after the referee raised 
Tunney's arm as the victor, Bulletin pressmen were fitting plates wo the 
big press and were soon running off thousands of copies to waiting

MANY INSANE 
THUGS BREAK 
AWAY AT HIRE 


Hospital Blazes and Baa 
gerous Lunatics Roam 
at Large 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 
27.—More than 350 patients, 
50 of them listed as criminally 
insane, escaped from the main 
building of the central state 
hospital for the insane early 
today, when fire destroyed 
the two upper floors. 

Nine hundred of the 1,272 
patients were back in the in- 
stitution at dawn, three hours 

after the blaze had _ been 
brought under control. 

Nashville police and offi- | 
cials of the institution were| 
organizing an intensive 


search for the others, 11 of 
whom were considered ex-| 
tremely dangerous. It was 
expected that most of the 


missing patients would return 
of their own accord, 


The main building which ts fifty | 
years old, caught fire about midnight 
The institution is located eight miles 
rom the city limits of Nashville, and 
the blaze gained great headway before

What I propose to discuss is not 
how to remember, but rather why 
we remember and why forget, and 
when and how. For the obvions thing, 
so often forgotten is that we remem- 
ber as many things we would do bet- 
ter to forget or try to forget, as we 


forget things we would do better to) 


remember and try to remember. 

Remembering and forgetting are 
part of one problem. And there’s a 
moral there also Remember your 
friends; forget and forgive your ene- 
mies, are both sound advice., To be 
mentally fit we must remember and 
forget. Some suffer because they 
can't remember; others suffer more 
because they can’t forget. 

The new slant on the problem of 
forgetting comes from the Freudian 
psychology. Freud suggested that this 
act of forgetting is net something 
that slips out of your merory; in a 
way you push it out. @reud calls 
that push suppression. There's a bit 
of a motive in it; and the motive is 
to avoid the unpleasant. You forget 
what you weren't very anxious to re- 
member. Taking his own case, Dr, 
Freud finds that if on his round of 
visits to patients, he forgets one, it's 
the one he dislikes or who probably 
won't pay his bill 

It's important to remember that 
our minds are so comp ex that they 
don’t work on one pattern alone. The 
ordinary view of these slips of mem- 
ory is that they just drop out acci-

| because you can’t forget. You really 
suffer from your memories; but some 
|of these memories—shock memories— 
| Freud believes occurred in childhood, 
and your present memory has no 
| trace of them. Stil they persist and 
| trouble. 
| But most upsetting experiences are 
}of the nearer present. Recent grief 
}is most ‘epressing; time heals by per- 
| mitting us to forget. We seek dis- 
| traction and absorption in new inter- 
;ests in order to forget. We can't 
recover our mental fitness unless we 
forget. “Forget it’ is often the sound- 
est advice, but the hardest to fol- 
|low. And so is “Remember it”, when 
you are asked to remember ‘that every 
|cloud has a silver lining, and that 
|you can learn by the experience of 
| others. 


| It all comes back to the organiza- 
|tion of your mind. Your organized 
}memory for your job, your daily 
|} rounds, what you know and can com- 
;mand in your business and profes- 
sion, is one phase of memory. Your 
|personal memories that constitute 
| your intimate emotional life form an- 
other. In part they obey different 
laws because they are differently or- 
ganized, play a different part in your 
‘total behavior. Your mental fitness 
|in voth respects depends upon how 
well you can remember what you 
need for your work, how far you can 
forget what you must overcome to 
retain your peace of mind. Both types 
of mental mechanisms are important 
to your psychology. Concentration 
depends on keeping your mind on 
your job and forgetting your distract- 
ing desires or disturbing worries.
